The world famous Apollo, the 
hub of African-American 
drama and music, and a 
world-class entertainment 
venue has named Davis to 
oversee the development of a 
new programming schedule 
and to launch a fund-raising 
drive for a needed overhaul of 
everything from seats to the 
Sound system. 

Davis and auc Apollo officials already are talk- 
ing about expanding the theater into the vacant lot 
next door, creating a touring Apollo jazz band and of- 
fering training programs for careers in show busi- 
ness. 

Some of the venues mentioned are bringing prize- 
fights, political debates, awards ceremonies, televised 
concerts, comedy shows and a range of other new 
programs to the historic stage, where such greats as 
Cab Calloway, Duke Ellington and Billie Holiday per- 
formed. 

*We're itching to move forward with the imple- 
mentation," Davis said. 

The new Apollo board members include Beverly 
Sills; Quincy Jones; George Wein, founder of the 
Newport Jazz Festival, and Val Azzoli, co-Chairman 
of Atlantic Records. 

Board members have given Davis high marks for 
his ability to move the Apollo forward. “Не is perhaps 
unique in his ability to build a consensus along the 
lines of divide," said one board member. 

*The Apollo is a place that produces black people's 
music," Davis said. “It has value and meaning and no 
one else has the power to produce it. The Apollo sym- 
bolizes our power, and that's why it's so meaningful 
to all of us."
